Committee had set the deferred 
grazing period for El Dorado Coun- 
ty from March 1 to June 15 for ele- 
vations below 1500 feet and April 1 
to July 1 for elevations above 1500 
feet. 

By deferred grazing, Enzler stat- 
ed, the operator is required to keep 
all livestock off: the deferred area 
for the period mentioned. This al- 
lows the grass seed to mature, and 
in turn the range land is reseeded 
by the grasses best adapted to the 
locality. 

In order to earn a payment for 
this practice, range operators are 
required to carry out Supplemental 
practices. Some of the most import- 
ant supplemental practices are: 
fencing, brush removal, rodent con- 
trol, control of noxious weeds. pipe 
lines, storage tanks, and pumping 
facilities. 

Range operators interested in any 
of the above practices should con- 
tact Mr. Enzler or address the Ag- 
ricultural Conservation office, P. 
O. Box 351, Placerville, and signify 
their desire to sign up on this 1941 
Range Program for natural reseed- 
ing by deferred grazing.
